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-HOPEFUL OF PEACE. 
‘ Notwithstanding the double meanings and evasions of British 
politicians, the prospect of peace is distinctly encouraging. 

It is ‘ncredible that all the Boer generals—Steyn, Botha, De- 
larey, De Wet and the rest—would go into conference with Gen. 
Kitchener, leaving their commandos exposed to attack. There 
must be an understanding of some sort that hostilities will be 
suspended while the negotiations are going forward. 

The government gives out that the flag of truee does not covér 
the commandos, but only the generals. That may be, officially, 
though such procedure is most unusual, but it. is impossible to 
believe that the Boers have nct obtained Gen. Kitchener's assur- 
ancé that, in fact, hostilities will be everywhere suspended dur- 
ing the flag of truce. 

The truth probably !s that the government does not wish to 
be committed to anything untill able to make definite announce- 
ment. Hence the conflicting reperts in London, the shifty speeches 
of cahinet ministers and the strange inconsistencies of the South. 


All.the Boer leaders are in conference with the British. That 
is the conspicuous fact.

The British lost 24,299 officers and 
men up to Jan. 1 last, this total including 19,430 killed in actibn or by wounds and 
diseases. And 64,330 men besides were invalided home, 

The Boer losses can only be estimated. Over 386,000 Boer soldiers were held 
prisoners by the British government on Sept. 1, 1901, and it is believed that not 
more than 10,000 Boers are now in arms. ;

ANOTHER NIGHT OF TERROR 


HEAVY RAIN STOPS THE BATTLE 
IN THE STREETS.

BRUSSELS, Sunday, April 13., 
The town is quiet, heavy rain 
cleared the streets. 

Twenty-four persons have been taken to 
the hospitals suffering from injuries re- 
ceived in last night’s disturbance, which 
began at the Maison de Peuple at 10 o’clook, 
where a great mob had gathered. 

Guards were ordéred clear the narrow 
adjacent streets, in GFricn threatening 
crowds were messing. ~ 

The gendarmes charged with drawn 
swords and fixed bayonets, and were greet- 
ed with a hail of stones. The people in 
some of the houses hurled flower pots, 
Knives and lighted boxes of matches. upon 
the heads of the charging police, and from 
some buildings vitrol was thrown from win- 
dows on the heads of the soldiers. * 

A revolver fusillade was begun by both 
sides and some of the gendarmes fired their 
rifles. 

After this encounter a wide area around 
the Maison Du Peuple was systematically 
cleared by successive charges of gendarmes 
carrying drawn swords and revolvers and 
civic guards @ith fixed bayonets. Mounted 


gendarmes, whenever the crowd looked 
ugly, fired blank cartridges from their re- 
volvers, while the officers ‘shouted at the 
top of their voices “Close your windows.”’ 
Every open window was covered by the 
rifles of the troops until it was closed. 


The Maison du Peuple—House of the Peo- 
ple—is one of the institutions of Brussels, 
and a favorite meeting place of mobs. In it 
are publication offices of Socialist literature 
and a vast public meeting hall.

This 
schedule plan of bonds did very well for- 
merly. but now it is different. 

“Mr. Lehmann is indicted for perjury. 
But it is the outgrowth of the same cases 
that the larger bonds have not been suffi- 
clent to retain the defendants. It is in 
conection with the bribery cases. And it, 
is apparent myself and Judge Douglas 
that there aré men outside of t . defend- 
ants who are anxious that these cases do 
not come up for trial and the public be 
made familiar with the evidence. He will 
consider no precedent in fixing these bonds."’

NEW YORE MARKET. 


MONEY RATES WERE Unf EADY 


Louisville Threatens to Enter Terri- 
tory of Southern Railway—Rock 
Island Buys Alabama Line. 


NEW YORK, April 12.—The cash changes in the 
baok statement conforined closely to the estiniates. 
The loan decrease was larger even than hoped 
for but the knowledge that large loans were trans- 
ferred to the trust companies and to foreign lend- 
ers left the outlook for money by no means 
clear. 

There was a remarkably feverish and erratic 
stock market this week, which is' attributed in 
Wall etreet to the speculative operations of a 
gronp of wealthy men who have realized great 
fortunes in the iron and steel trade and who were 
controlling factors in the constituent companies 
of the United States Sree] Corporation ‘before the 
formation of that concern. 

The upward course of prices which was estab- 
lished last week was interrupted on Monday by the 
fears of money stringency. The large exports of 
gold for Tuesday’s steamer threatened a total 
wiping out of the surplus reserve of the banks, 
which was cut down two-thirds as a result of the 
transactions of last week. The rise in the money 
rates shunt off further gold exports and made it 
profitable for foreign bankers to negotiate loans in 
forelgn money markets to place here. The trust 
companies also were large Jenders at the higher 
level, as they are not subject to the same Jega! re- 
strictions as to the maintenance of cash reserve 
and are thus able to leave their cash on deposit 
with the banks to figure in their cash reserves, 
while taking up the bank's loan, This feature of 
the local credit situation has been the subject of 
much comment and criticism in connection with 
the active speculation which is fowtered by the 
resources thus made arallable. 

The money market has, nevertheleas, been un- 
gatisfactory all week and subject to occasions] 
flurries. The icaders of the speculation seem to be 
unaffected by these flurries, and it ie believed they 
are prot.cted by heavy loans on time. It was Ss #-

AN ARTIFICIAL PEARL. 


Produced in the Shell of a Fresh-Water 
Mussel. ‘ ; 
From the Washington Star. 

A ball of beeswax introduged into the shell of 
a living fresh-water mussel has resulted im pro- 
ducing the most remarkable artificial pearl in ex- 
istence.

The*lands of 
thie. tribe have been allotted, 160 acres to 
each member, and the deeds or patents to 
the same are soon to be issued to each al- 
lottee. Under the law each holder of an al- 
lotment may sell not to exceed 120 acres of 
his allotment, the remaining 40 acres being 
inalfenable, but subject to lease. As these 
lands are admitted to be among the most 
desirable in the Territory, they will be 
eagerly purchased by homeseekers, each 
transfer, however, being subject to ‘the ap- 
proval of the secretary of the interior. 

Anticipating the lucrative business that 
will result from the development of this 
country, railroads are rapidly extending 
their lines in every direction. Surveying 
corps, grading outfits and construction 
gangs are met at almost every turn. 

Along the different lines of ratlways new 
towns are springing up at advantageous 
noints. Twenty-five miles north of Holden- 
ville and the same distance south of Okmul- 
gee, is the new town of Weleetka, the 
crossing point of the Frisco and the Fort 
Smith & Western railroads.

SOCIALISTS ARE BUYING UP ALL 
THE BUSINESS. 


Owners Are Made Managers and the 
Customers Stockholders, Who Re- 
‘ceive Dividends on Their *

TRENTON, Mo., April 12.—Is Trenton to 
be ‘‘co-operated?’’ 

This question is being passed from lip 
to lip by the 6000 persons domprising the 
population of the Missouri town bearing 
shat name. Walter Vrooman, a disciple 
of Ruskin, and his associates composing 
the membership of the Western Co-opera- 
tive Association, is strongly of the opinion 
that Trenton is to Be “co-operated” on a 
broad scale..: Business men and. residents 
of the town are not sure that he isn't right, 
for he certainly has made a strong start in 
this direction. . 


Trenton is the home of Ruskin Coll 
which has been going along in a quiet edu- 
cational way without - ee anything 
more ‘than poesing comment. But now it is 
aifferent. Valter Vrooman and his asso- 
Clates, who have been dubbed the ‘‘Co-ops,” 
recently swooped down on the unpreten- 
tious village and anounced in an uncon- 
cerned way that they were there to do all 
the business in the town. Already they 
have bought «hree grocery stores, a hard- 
ware and drug store, and have leased an- 
other big building for a department store. 
They paid cash for everything and inoi- 
dentally deposited $300,000 in the three banks 
of the town, with the assurance that there 
Was a million more coming. 

That is why it looks to the people of 
Trenton as though the town is to be ‘“‘co- 
operated.’’ The “Co-ops” are giving free 
entertainmenis in the Trenton Theater and 
in many other ways are opening the eyes 
of residents, Still Mr. Vrooman says it is 
but a beginning. 

“We have started a mdvement here that 
will spread over the entire United States in 
five years,’’ he declares. ‘‘We are sim ly 
putting humanity inte business, anving 
profits to those who make them possible— 
the people who buy. The managers and em- 
ployes are paid good salaries. We are try- 
ing to buy out the business men of Trenton 
in order to operate their storés on the co- 
Operative plan... We pay a man just what 
his stock is worth, but never give up any- 
thing for good will. Good will belongs to 
the people, not to the merchant. 

“IT may say also that we are in politics 
from the start. Within two years we will 
make évery legislator and member of Con- 
gress pledge himself that as a rule of pro- 
cedure every measure on. Which he will bal- 
lot will have to be subject'to a vote of the 
poor on a 3 per cent petition. The in- 
tiative and referendum ll undo the cor- 
ruption of legislative bodT®s.”’ 


Are Buying’ 
Many Shops. 

The most cohspicuous signs in Trenton to- 
day are large white banners announcing in 
black letters “Bought by. thé Co-operative 
Store,”’ and it begins to look as though 
most of the residents of the town were to 


be made stockholders in the varioustbusi- 
ness enterphises. Merchants are at a luss 
when asked to foretell the reguits and the 
whole town is copetier ay wrought up over 
Mr. Vrooman’s co-operative scheme. 

“It is our purpose 'fo give the old mer- 
chants of the town a chance,”’ he says, ‘‘We 
make them an Offer on their stocks and 
make them managers when they sell. If 
they refuse we rent a store and buy a new 
— ‘Then they must look out for them- 
selvyes.’’ 

Anyone can become a stockholder in the 
co-operative association by paying $10, and 
is then entitled to a certain per cent of the 
profits of the wusiness done in the stores 
of the organization. That is why the busi- 
ness men of Trenton. are alarmed. Mr. 
Vrooman says in explanation of .his novel 
echeme: 

“Tl am trying to save wastes which make 
millionajres and paupersg The colony plan 
aiwavs has been to withdraw from civill- 
vation. This is an unnatural movement. 
Civilization is here, belongs to us, and it 
‘'s our aim to improve it. To do this we 
have made a combination of the practical 
and real facts that have been proved in the 
study of sociology. 

“We are not against any creéd. All re- 
ligions teach ‘Thou shalt not steal,’ but we 
want less Sunday babble and more of the 
workday practice. Anyone may buy in our 
stores, but only members of the Western 
Co-Operative Association are given divyi- 
fends. A membership costs $10. Now, if a 
member buys $3809 worth of merchandise 
before the end of the year, and the asso- 
elation has made 6 per cent profit on its 
sales above expenses, the member is paid 
a dividend of 5 per cent on the amount he 
has purchased. In this cause the dividend 
would amount to. $16. ide from this ho 
and his wife and all members of his fam- 
ily under 21 years of age are given free ad- 
mission to all concerts, theatricals and 
other entertaintnents the association.

Rulers of England, Russia and Austria 
Are the Only European Sovereigns 
in Whose Coronations Holy 

Oils Are Used. . 


LONDON, April 12.—Although the phrase 
“Anointed of the Lord’’ is commonly used 
to designate all the monarchs of the Old 
World, yet strictly speaking there are in 
these modarn times but three temporal 
sovereigns who can be thus described, 
namély, the rulers of Hungary, of Russia 
and of Great Britain, who represent three 
of the great Christian denominations, name- 


nts of 
the other thrones of Europe dispe with 
the use of the holy olls. Some, indeed, like 
the German Kaiser, the Kings of Spain, 
Italy, Wurtemburg, Portugal and Belgium, 


as well as the Queen Regent of Holland, go 
a step farther and do not even conelder it 
necessary to have themselves crowned, re- 
ding the ceremony not only as archaic, 
ut likewise an anachronic. hile admit- 
certain amount vf iruth 
in this argument, it must be confessed that 
if the time-honored and historic ceremony 
of coronation is to be retained, it is a pity 
to deprive it of one of its most impressive, 
picturesque and solemn features—the fea- 
ture, indeed, that is the most portentous 
with meaning, and that is of most ancient 
origin—the anointing of the sovereign. 

Just at the present moment a bitter con- 
troversy 18 ing in Bogiand with regard 
to the anointing of King Bdward and 
Queen Alexandra on the occasion of their 
coronation next June. There are many, 
especially those belonging to the Methodis 
Baptist and similar dissenting denomina- 
tions, as.~well as the Low urch and 
evangelical element of the Established 
Church’of England, who insist that the 
anointment of the King and Queen should 
be omitted altogether on the ground that 
the 2th of the ‘‘Thirty-nine Articles’’ that 
constitute the charter and youn law of 
he Anglican Church expressly denies the 
claim of the Roman Catholic and Orthodex 
churches to the effect that the holy oils 
are to be counted among the sacraments, 
denouncing the dcctrine as havi “grown 
partly of the corzupt following of the apos- 

es.’ 


Then, again, there are others who are 
content that the King and Queen shall be 
anointed with oil, but who deprecate the 
use of the chrism in connection with the 
affair. The chrism has not been employed 
for the anointment of the British sov- 
ereigns since the coronation of Queen 
Elizabeth, who, as every one knows, was 
a most uncompromising foe of the Roman 
Catholic Church. Her successor, King 
James. and all the other Kings and Queens 
who followed him on the throne of Great 
Britain, were content to be anointed with 
oil alone. But the High Church party, that 
is to say, the Ritualist branc of the 
Church of mage. urges the revival of 
the use of the chrism, and both Edward VII 
and his goneert are reported to be dis- 
posed to accede to these views. 


Chrism Made of 
Oil and Balsam. 

Before going any further it may be as 
well to explain what is meant by chrism. 
The latter is a compound of oil and balsam 
forming a sweet Ointment. The balsam is a 


kind of perfumed resin produced by a tree 
which grows in Palestine and Arabia, and 
was exclusively employed until the stx- 
teenth century, when Popes Paul III and 
Pius IV permitted the use of a better form 
of balm, tah ht by the Spaniards irom 
the New World. The oll of the chrism sig- 
nifies the ‘‘fullness of grace,’’ and the halm 
mixed with it ‘“‘incorruption’’ and the ‘‘edor 
of sanctity.’’

But it finds a piace In 
numerous céremonies of the Roman Catho- 
lic and Orthodox Churches for confirmation, 
for consecration of churches, for baptism 
and for the blessing of baptismal water>ag 
well as the consecration of bishops, the ar- 
dination of pesoate and the blessing of beils. 
The ofl without the chrism is used in cx- 
treme unction, and the chrism, ag well as 
the oils, must, according to the ritual of 
the Roman ‘and Orthodox churches, be pre- 
served in vessels of silver, or of silver and‘ 
lead mixed, under lock and key. Botin the 
Roman Catholic and Orthodox churches re- 
fare the chrism of the holy oils in the 
ight of sacraments, a Joctrine which is de- 
nied by the canon articles of the Anglican 
Church. 

The anointing of monarchs in token of | 
their yh dy od antedates the Christian 
era by meny hundreds of years. Accordin 
to the Old Testament the Kings of Israe 
and Judea were enthroned by means of 
anointment with congecrated oil, and the 
expression “anointed™by the Lord” is even 
used by the Bible in connection with pagan 
rulers, since Cyrus, the ruler of Persia. is 
described in that fashion in the Scriptures. 
The earliest auth@ntic instance of unction 
as a feature of Christian coronation up- 
pears in the annals of Spain, and is de- 
scribed in ‘The Acts of the Sixth Couneil 
of Toledo,”’ held in the seventh century. 
The old Saxon kings were all anointed, and 
in the chronicles of Robert of Gloucester 
Alfred the Great is described as having 
been ‘“‘olled to be —< Pepin was the 
first king of France to be anointed king by 
Pope Stephen JII, while Pope Leo III an- 
Ointed Chariemange as emperor in 8t. 
Peter's on Nov. 24, 89, ‘from the head to 
the feet, according to the custom pre- 
scribed by the Jewish law,” using the 
words ‘‘with this holy oil I consecrate thee 
emperor of the Romans in the name of the 
Father, the Son and the Holy @host.”’

KANSAS SUFFERED MOST 


Condition of Winter Wheat in Gen- 
eral Thirteen Points Below Crop 
of Last Year—South Buy- 2 
ing ‘Corn. 


The government report placing the condil- 
tion of winter wheat April 1 at 78.7, com- 
pared with 91.7 a year ago, had a bullish 
effect on the grain markets last week. May 
wheat closed with a gain of 3 cents, while 
July advanced 3%c. Corn made larger gains. 
The South and West took so much cash 
corn in the eastern markets that the fu- 
tures were forced up. When the market 
closed Saturday May corn had made a gain 
of 4c for the week, and July was up 3 
Ge. 

The government «crop report shows that 
the growing wheat is 13 points below the 


condition of the crop on April 1 a year ago. 
The report, based on the Ft inal acreage, 
indicates a yield of 416,000 u. 

The drouth in the wwe wheat belt 
which contihued from last fall until March 
did a great deal of damage which favorable 
weather has not been able to entirely offset. 
Besides the loss in Kansas, the growing | 

lant in Oklahoma, Texas and Kentucky | 

North t points reported 
damage from drouth and 
Despite these damage | rts crop experts | 
have figured out that ng 
now in excellent con re) nd at the 
other states outside of Kansas, Texas and 
Oklahoma would warrant a crop as large 
as last year’s. 

But the government report did not sus- 
tain the arguments of the crop experts. 
Serious damage has been done and Kansas 
seems to have suffered most. 

The April report of the Kansas State 
Board of Agriculture placed the condition 
of wheat at 70 per cent. The area, which 
was 5,383,000 acres at the outset, has been 
reduced 1,000,000 acres by drout making 
the area 400,000 acres less than last year. 
The condition of the Kansas crop a year 
ago was placed at 10. Millers in Sumner 
county, the largest wheat county in Kan- 
sas, reported that with favorable weather 
from now on not more than 50 per cent of 
crop would be raised. 

In ge winter wheat states the condl- 
tion pees: The Michigan crop ag 

ang the condition at 83 r cent. e 
Visconsin report says that ‘‘winter grains 
are almost universally in good condition 
and past any danger from frost. Quite a 
percentage of last year’s wheat crop re- 
mains in the hands of the farmers.”’ 

Growing wheat in Europe is in a favor- 
able condition, and if it remains so, Europe 
will need less from America. Present in- 
dication, according to cables, are that Eng- 
land will place a 3-cent dy uty per bushel on 
wheat imported into the United Kingdom. 

There was a renewal last week of export 
buying in St. Louis. One elevator sold 
nearly 200,000 bu’ of No. 2 hard wheat for 
export. Local stocks of both red and hard 
wheat are rapidly diminishing. Clearances 
last week were 3, bu, compared with 
4 447,000 bu the previous week. 

The wheat movement was very light. 
Farmers sold very little, even on the ad- 
vance. Primary receipts were 1,688,406 bu, 
1,395,594 bu less than the same period a 
year ago. St. Louis received 166,267 bu, 
compared with 106,779 a year ago. The 
fiour market was dull and about half the 
mills at Minneapolis were fofced to shut 
down fud wait for improvement in the 
market.

IN A BARK CANOE 


STEAMER PICKS UP TWO INDIANS 
AT SEA. 


HAD BEEN LOST IN DENSE FOG 


Provisions Were Gone and They Were 
Almost Exhausted When Seen 
and Picked Up. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., April 12.—With 
a tale of extreme suffering, endured while 
adrift in the open sea in a bark canoe, two 
Indians, John Howard and Jack Wilson, 
came into port today on board the steamer 
Eureka. They were picked up by the gteam- 
er from their frail craft, after having been 
exposed to the fury of a southeast gaie for 
four days and nights. When rescued the 
canoe was seven miles off Cape Mendocino, 
and its occupants were exhausted and suf- 
fering terrible torture from thirst. They 
were taken by the steamer to Eureka and 


brought from that point to this city. How- 
ard and Wilson belong to the New Char- 
lotte tribe of Vancouver Island, and were 
members of the crew of the British sealer 
Favorite. 

The Indians left the sealer in their canoe, 
which was provisioned for a two-days’ rip. 
At noon they were enveloped in a heavy 
fog and lost their bearings. A heavy south- 
east gale came up and the frail craft was 
swept out to sea. For three days the storm 
continued, a@tcompanied by rain and slee. 
The Indians were forced to bail continually 
to keep afloat; but they managed to r de 
out the storm, and at dawn’ found them- 
selves safe, but out of sight of land. Then 
their great suffering began. With nothing 
to eat but hardtack and with not a drop of 
water to quench their parched throats, the 
Indians started to row in the direc‘ion in 
which they thought there was land. For 
one whole day they paddled, but saw no 
sight of land. Only the trgfling smoke of 
& passing steamer was. seen on the hori- 
zon. Jac Wilson, unable to end his suf- 
ferings, lay in «he bottom of the Boat while 
his companion paddi-d onward.

correspondent he said: 

“IT want, more than anything else, to ex- 
amine the workings of the rotary ‘drilling 
system, which is not employed in any other 

l field fn the world to any extent., It is 
my opinion that the use of the rotary sys- 
tem will greatly facilitate the prospecting 
for oil that is now receivi anew im- 
poten in Japan. However, I, of course, 
ve a great desire to see your famous 
ushers. Il visited the Pennsylvania oil 
eld a few days ago. Though I have seen 
all the principal fields of the world, I am 
reatly interested in the American fields, 
or here I find that the modern machinery 
is used for sinking wells. 

Asked if it were iikely that Japan would 
become a large purchaser of Beaumont oil 
Mr. Otsuka replied: “Oil is now being used 
for fuel on a few locomotives in Japan and 
ape ‘96 much interest in oi] as a fuel.

Hibernians and Irish Nation- 
alists Adopt Resolutions 


MULE TRAFFIC OPPOSED 


GOVERNOR DOCKERY CALLED 
UPON TO INTERFERE. 


Declare’ They Believe Principles That 
Govern a Neutral Nation Are 
Being Violated by Trade 
With England. 


The following resolution was unanimously 
adopted at a meeting of the Ancient Order 
of Hiberniana and Irish Nationalists at St. 
Malachy’s Hall Friday night, and a copy 
of the resolution mailed to Goy. Dockery 
Saturday afternoon: 

The Ancient Order of Hibernians and the Irish 
Nationalists respectfully call to the attention of 
the governor of this siate and of the members of 
Oongress the conditions ex‘eting at Lathrop, Mo., 
indicating that there is and has been for a long 
time established at that point, what is prac- 
tically a military post or camp for military sup 
plies‘under the supervision of English military of- 
figers, and used as a basis for the supply of horses. 
and mules being shipped to South Africa, to aid 
Great Britain in the war against the two re 
publics. 

From the great number of animals sh{pped dur- 
ing many months, and the systematic and officia! 
meihod long pursued, it is clear that the purchases 
are not simply made on ordinaty commercial lines, 
and -such as ejther belligerent might make in this 
neutral country. On the contrary this has become 
to all intents and purposes a British camp on M!s- 
sourl soil, conducted under the direction of the 
war depattmen: of Great Britain. Such a condi- 
tion of affairs is intolerable. 

The whvule course of the war in Sonth Africa 
during the past year shows that horses and mules 
are even more necessary to the Britieh army than 
shot aul shell, as they have an abundance of the 
latter and tley must have the former and could 
not get enough except in this country. 

We believe there is being committed a distinct 
and flagrant breach of the eee that should 
coutrol a neutral nation ae ‘hared in the treaty 
of Washington, as that referred neutral nations 
to not permit either belligerent to make use of 
its ports, ‘‘for the purpose of the renewal or aug 
mentation of military supplies or arms,’’ and to 
use due diligence to prevent any violation of this 
duty. To stvp this outrage upon our é6tate and peo 
ple we earnestly hope, steps will be at once taken 
by the governor, to investigate conditions and 
methods prevailing at Lathrop, and promptly stop 
any violations of neutrality that are being com 

mittee and also urge A og our congressmen and 
senatere to push vigo a congressional investi- 
gation to compel enforcement of our country‘s ob-

In a Goubet topedo-boat tested last fall 
in a lake at St. Oven, outside Paris, the 
crew could hear anything going on within 4 
mile. At a depth of ten yards falling rain 
sounded clearly to them, and a nall drop- 
ping gn the deck range like the striking of 
a clock, 


They telephoned with people on ehure and 
sent mésaages in water-tight globes forced 
through the aperture in the bow. if they 
wished to signal at night thev sent up-fuses 
which exploded at the surface. So should 
the Goubet transatlantic submarine arrive 
off Néw York at night during a tremendous 
storm she need not waste time and money 
beating on and off or anchcrmg outside the 
harbor. She*van approach under water, an- 
nouncing her coming by signal fuses until, 
atrjying in the channel, she can "arise if 
the pleasss and proceed to Quarantine’s 
tranquil water. 


A voyage such as Goubet proposes for 
the boat he is designing would be more 
than 9 journey through Wonderland. Im. 
agine what mysteries of the deep sea woul 
be dally revealed and with what wonder- 
ment the life of the great waters would 
peer in at the windows., For years the 
British scientific societies have been dredg- 
ing the seas in many parts of the world to 
ascertain what creatures there are which 
never venture nigh unto land. The Gou- 
bet craft would penetrate to the very fast- 


nesses of them all It would reveal derelicts: 


and wrecks. The great ocean liners would 
go thundering overhead. There would be 
no lack of men who woulil go. Never yet 
has there béen an undertaking too hazar1i- 
ous for the adventurous spirit of men who 
are eager to do something wholly new.

away and the arrival of the shot. She can 
approach a battleship unseen, and can ac- 
curately fire against it a torpedo which, in 
actual warfare, would blow it into frag- 
ments. 

The French submarines have performed 
great feats, but they have not equaled 
those of the Fulton. They have played a 
good deal at war, and their seeming ability 
to destroy surface ships has been such that 
France has been jubilant and voted great 
sums for submarines. In a snowball fight 
you're supposed to be dead when you ar 
hit. It is so in the mimic warfare of the 
French battleships and cruisers and the lit- 
tle submarines. Last summer there were 
several engagements. The submarines al- 
ways Won. They lost none of their number. 
and they sunk ever and ever so many ad 
versaries. In. a recent engagement off 
Cherbourg two bristling men-of-war were 
sent out to attack the port. A flotilla of 
submarines opposed them in defense. The 
big ships appeared off the city in terribie 
aspect, and mot a defender was in sight. 
But directly there might have been seea 
slender tubes protruding frem the water 
here and there. They were the sighting 
tubes of the submafines. They appeared 
and disappeared. They drew closer to the 
foe. The gunners of the battleships stood 
to their guns eager for a snap shot, but not 
once did the tiny foe offer a greater tar- 
get than the little shooting tubes. No use 
to shoot at these, for with the flash of the 
gun they disappear and the shot gos rio- 
chetting over the bay. Finally a tube 
protruded its slender head within a few 
fundred yards of one of the ships. it was 
as quickly withdrawn. Another ten min- 
utes and a torpedo leaped out of the sea 
and struck the battleship so fair and 
square that every jackie aboard heard the 
impact and felt it. The spectators along 
shore applauded vigorously. The battle- 
ship, of course, was a wrecked mass of 
steel] deep down on the bottom of the sea. 
That is, if the engagement had been rea! 
and the torpedo which struck her had not 
happened to be be a soft lead slug. 

On another day a submarine was to steal 
upon a French battleship at anchor, i‘he 
man at the sighting tube thrust it out now 
and then to make sure of his game. Final: 
ly he could sec the great black hull of the 
foe without rising The engines were slow- 
ed, and, wholly unseen by the men on thi 
ship, the little Cestroyer stalked its foc. 
Then a new character entered into the 
play. It was a fishing tug. It got -as 
squarely in the way of the torpedo as any- 
thing could, and the submarine was com.- 
pelled to rige to avoid being run down in 
the shallow pay

They 
insisted that the submarine could not suc- 
ceed because in the crisis its power would 
play out and it would be compelled to lay

necessary to rise in the very arms of its 
foes, there wretchedly to perish. But 
France has gone on enthusiastically for on 
the doubters. 

As has been said, the Zede is the largest 
of her kind. Her circular shell measures 
11% feet in diameter, she has a displace 
ment of 266 tons and carries 87 men. She has 
one reservoir at each end*and two in her 
middie. Two pumps, worked by motors, 
furnish the compressed air that forces the 
water from the reservoirs when che would 
go to the surface. The same pumps give 
ventilation and power for ejecting the tor- 
pedées from a tube in her bow. Water 
rushes into the tubes as soon as the tor- 
pedo is launched, but compressed air quick- 
ly forces it out again, and the tube is ready 
for another change. A_ vertical rudder 
serves for horizontal steering ard a hort- 
zontal one for the dive. 

FEiven the Gustave Zede was not success- 


ful at her first trials; once her electric bat- 


teries set her afire. After two years’ alé 
tering and patching up she made eight 
knots an hour under water. On her first of- 
ficial trials she struck the battleship Ma- 
genta with two torpedoes—once, while the 
Magenta was moving. Then the patriotic 
Frenchmen began to get enthusiastic over 
her. 

Last summer an international sensation 
was created by the action of M de Lan- 
nesan, the French minister of marine, who 
actually canceled the order of the French 
National Congress to bulld several new 
warships, after learning of the Gustave 
Zede’s completion of a phenomenal trip. 

Leaving Toulon on June 30, the Zede, 
under the command of Lieut. Jobard, made 
in three days’ time the barbor of Ajaccio, 
Corsica, thus covering a distance of 175 
miles without once being espied by the 
French fleet, which was then exercising 
especial vigilance for maneuvers, inc!uding 
an attack on Ajaccio, were going on. 

Reaching the harbor, the boat torpedoed 
the French battleship Charles Martel—still 
unobserved, after whigh the Gustave Zede 
came to the surface to witness the fruccess 
of its attack: 

During the trip from Toulon to Ajaccio 
the submarine boat had been followed by a 
gunboat for protection, but was not once 
compelled to resort to its aid. 


The Gustave Zede completed its trip byS minor imperfections of detail, ané these 


darting from Ajaccio across the Mediter- 
ranean to Marseilies—225 miles—which port 
it entered, as at Ajaccio, quite unobserved. 
Some French naval experts declared, af- 
ter this exploit, that the praeticability of 
the submarine boat was no longer a ques- 
tion. Huge ships, they said, were doomed. 
Submarine warfare was a certainty. 
Again, not three months ago, at the na- 
val maneuvers in the waters near Cher- 
bourg, submarines avoided all the men-of- 
war, all the torpedo-boat destroyers and 
torpedoed two huge French ironclads, the 
Boudines and the Admiral Trehouart. In 
true warfare the great, gloomy, threaten- 
ing warships woulda have disappeared from 
the surface of the water in a deluge of 
scrap iron. Experta have written of the 
Gustave Zede and her similar but no less 


dangerous sisters. 


“They are really the most silent of ships. 
They could prepare a veritable mine unde- 
an ironclad protected by a net; and if the 
ironclad were not at anchor the net would 
so lessen her speed that the submarines 
would have no trouble in effecting her de- 
struction. Thera remain now only a few 


are being overcome. 

“As for the rest, we can outdalyes tmag- 
ine arguments, ard picture the wondrous 
naval battle of the future. Torpedoes 
guided by wireless telegraphy will make the 
Shot a certainty, for, after all, a pinch of 
explosive in the right place is mightier 
than a warship. If the submarine can do 
the placing, then it is plenty big enough. 
It promises to be the last quintessence of 
dead certainty. Again, it may even ram 
through a hull and spend its idle time in 
clipping the mine wires of a blockaded port. 
As a scout it will meet hostile scouts, and 
then there will ensue sharpshooting in the 
dark, the first submarine battle. Above, 
the two ironclad hosts will wait while the 
champions below decide the battle’s is- 
sue.’’ 

Such are a few of the actual positive ac- 
complishments in submarine navigation.

In the thirty-three years of her residence 
in St. Louis, Mrs. King became known to 
only a limited'number of people. She had 
no sccial aspirations whatever, and sh?

financiers and real estate men of the city. 
Real estate was one of her chief interests. 
She bought and sold property constantly, 
for a while confining her operations ‘o the 
city, but finally investing in farm and min- 
ing lands and making investments in many 
states. She traveled up and down ihe 
country looking after her property intor- 
ests, but for pleasure trips she had 10 
taste at all.

Mrs. King was one of the most remarka- 
ble women I have ever known. Her busi- 
ness ability was not only exceptional ina 
woman but far beyond that of the average 
business man. She wholly relied upon her 
own judgment in placing investments, and 
only sought advice in matters of law. She 
was one of the most self-reliant people in 
the world. 

Her will left two bequests. One of these 
gives $10,000 to the St. Lcuis City Hospital 
for the appcintment and maintenance of 
three wards. She had been in a haspital 
herself, and knew the need for comforts 
there. She gave a portion of her wealth 
to an institution in which her gift would 
fall to unfortunates who would otherwise 
be without them. 

Mrs. King was very fond of the drama 
and thought the acting would be better if 
schools of dramatic art could be estab- 
lished.

chambers or cells adjoining the sappy root- 
lets of the parent tree, in the fresh juices of 
whose twigs the producing eggs had been 
deposited for nourishment, 

In this underground cell, at first the size 
of @ small grain of birdshot, but gradually 
srowing with its occupant, each cicada has 
remained within two feet of the surface 
through winter and summer, buried from 
light, air and sun and protected in a man- 
ner from cold and frost. It has lived thus 
in absolute solitude, knowing only its moist 
earthern chamber, separated from its 
brothers and sisters, rarely changing its 
position save as some accident to the nour- 
ishing rootlet has necessitated its secking 
another. In this sepulchrai darkness and 
solitude it is still patiently waiting for 
the last week in May, to then emerge from 
the ground, grow-wings and enjoy a few 
weeks of the society of its fellows, the 
warmth and brightness of the sun, the 
fragrant summer air. 


Just at the time when this article is pub- 
lished these billions of waiting cicadas are 
within about a quarter of an inch of the 
surface of the soil in all the 20 states speci- 
fied. Each is now exactly the’ color and 
Shape of the brown “locust shells’’ com- 
monly seen adhering to trees and left there 
almost each year by remnants of once for- 
midable armies, now widely scattered or 
exterminated. In other words, the cicada 
waiting today for some mysterious signal to 
be sounded by nature—might be mistaken 
for a big brpwn roach, aJthough it has no 
wings closed over its back. 


Grows Wings in Few Minutes. 


Just before coming to the surface this 
wingless, underground ciada has been 
known in many localities to erect odd little 
mud chimneys projecting sometimes six or 
eight inches above the surface. These are 
constructed of soft pellets of clay brought 
from below and pressed firmly into place. 
Why the cicada builds them prior to bis 
advent into the upper world no entomolo- 
gist can logically explain. 


Now if you desire to see one of the mos> 
remarkable phenomena of nature keep your 
eyes open during the evenings of the last 
week in May—fortunately it will be moon- 
light then. In Georgia and the other more 
southern states the date of this phenome- 
non may be a trifle earlier, perhaps from 
May 15 to 20.

They will perceptibly swell and expand, 
and before you will have realized the mir- 
acle they will spread out into long, trans- 
parent, flowing wings with beautiful white 
veins. Thus they will shoot out, like the 
petals of the moon flower, until they ex- 
tend beyond the rapidly transforming in- 
sects tail. ‘In the moonlight such a tree 
looks for all ths world as though it were 
full of beautiful white blossoms in various 
stages of expansion,”’ said Dr. Riley, late 
chief entomologist of the government. 

Only 20 minutes will have elapsed pe- 
tween the splitting of the brown shel) worn 
so many years below ground and the full 
expansion of the wings. If you will rise 
early next morning and examine these ci- 
cadas before dawn you will discover that 
during the nigh: they have assumed the 
dark colors characterizing them in their 
aerial stage. 

The Aerial Stage. 

This aerial stage will last but five or six 
weeks—a brief taste of paradise after so 
long a probation in hades. During this 
short periad both sexes will attend actively 
to the needs of perpetuating their kind; 
will be sluggish, helpless and with an ab- 
sence of fear, doubtless due to their long 
life of undisturbed isolation. They will 
rarely fiy and seldom if ever take food. 
The male will be shorter lived than his 
mate. For four or five weeks only will he 
sing his song of love and courtship, while 
she for a little longer perlod will busy her- 
self plowing the young branches of trees 
to deposit her eggs, which are io produce 
the subsequent generation, due in 1919. By 
the middle of July all of the winged cicadas 
will have fallen to the ground again, per- 
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haps within a few feet of the holes from 
which they had issued in May. Here they 
will be dismembered and scattered about to 
carpet the ground with their wings and 
body fragments. Meanwhile the next gen- 
eration will have descended into the earth 
to begin its 17 years of subterranean cellb- 
acy and seslusion. 

This periodical cicada is but one of 500 
species of cicadas represented in the world. 
Of his near kinsmen the most familiar to 
us is the annual harvest fiy of July and 
August. The periodical species can be dis- 
tinguished always by the orange red color 
of his eyes, legs and of the marginal veins 
of his glassy wings. 

There are two races of periodical cicadas, 
viz., the 17-year race, limited to the north- 
ern half of the country, and the 13-year 
race, confined to the sodthern states, the 
latter appearing once every 13 years, as in- 
dicated by its name. Tlie 17-year race is 
the larger of the two. The areas devastated 
by these two races overlap to a certain ex- 
tent. Thus the 17-year cicadas will appear 
as far south as Georgia next month. These 
two divisions were not known to be distinct 
until 50 yearsago. They bear to each other 
an absolute resemblance in structure, color- 
ation and modes of life, but do not itner- 
breed when thrown together. One race ap- 
pears to be the offshoot of the other, the 
difference in period being due probably to 
difference in climate affecting the parent 
stock. Neither race has at yet appeared in 
northern New England, in the peninsula of 
Florida or in the region west of the Rock- 
les. 

It seems probable to Mr. Marlatt that 
both the 17-year and 13-year cicada origi- 
nally composed one great brood, and that 
insuffiency of food or unfavorable ter. 
perature at one time broke up their reg.- 
lar and uniform periodicity. Scattering in- 
dividuals now appear the year before and 
the year after great broods are due. in 
fact. some periodical cicadas come out of 


the ‘ground each year in various sections, 
but all these first serve their long appren- 
ticeship below ground. 


Dwarfs in Each Brood. 


In both races there always appear to- 
gether a large cicada, averaging an ex: 
panse of three inches from tip to tip of 
outstretched wings, and dwarf companions, 
always in the minority, about two-thiris 
this size. The larger form precedes the 
smaller both in emerging from the ground 
and in dying out, and is characterized by 
orange-brown tints upon its abdomen. 

Only the male cicada sings. His musica) 
apparatus is a pair of small, shell-like, in- 
flated drums on his under side and at his 
waist line. He vibrates these by the ac- 
tion of very powerful muscles, which snap 
the.drum in and out, as you would the bot- 
tom of an oil can, but with incomprehensi- 
ble speed. Their sound is modified by ad- 
jacent disks and sounding boards. 

Soon after growing his wings Mr. Cicada 
will be heard to utter a note which can 
best be written thus: “Pha-r-r-r-aoh.”’ it 
will sound in mournful cadence and a iow- 
ering pitch at its termination. It has been 
compared with the whistling of a_ train 
passing through a short tunnel. Later he 
will change his note to “tsh-e-e-B-E-E-E- 
o-ou,’ continued for from two to 20 sec- 
onds. A third note will be similar to the 
clicking of a chimney swallow or the chirp- 
ing of a field cricket. 


Does He Sting? 


The government entomologists anticipate 
that sensational reports of painful sting 
inflicted by the cicada will be circulated 
during the coming season. So great was 
the consternation on this account in the 
great “‘locust’’ year, 1868, that people ran in 
terror from the harmless insects, while 
fruits and even arinking water were under 
suspicion of having been poisoned thereby. 
While these sciertists after continued ex- 


periments have failed te provoke, the clese 
da to sting them and while he is neither 
possessed of a sting proper nor any paj- 
sonous secretion, he may, rarely perha 
and by accident, insert his slender beak 
into the skin, causing. only momen 
pain like the prick of a needle point. -‘ 
insect cannot defend itself against its in- 
sect enemies, much less man... ‘

Dangers and Precautions. 


Nursery stock and small fruit trees will 
fall as the chief victims of the overzeal of 
Mrs. Cicada to deposit her eggs and there- 
by effect a gencral twig-pruning, not es- 
pecially injurious to forest trees. 

If you contemplate the setting ‘out of or- 
chards this spring you should ascertain 
from old residents of your section whether 
the cicadas appeared in the immediate vi- 
cinity 17 years ago. If this is the case 
you should by all means delay the transa- 
planting of trees until fall or next spring. 
In orchards the less pruning done this . 
spring the less damage trees are likely to 
suffer. Likewise budding and grafting 
should be avoided. Such is the advice 
which Uncle Sam’s department of agricui- 
ture has on tap for all who wisely inquire 
thereof.

EORGE GRAY, aged 28 years, whose 
(5 people are prominent in Brooklyn, 
has been sentenced to imprisonment 
for six months in New York for stimulat- 
ing heart disease and securing money with 
a trick so remarkable that it has not only 
deceived a great many physicians, but is 
a subject of much scientific interest to 
them. 

Gray's trick is his means of livelihood. 
It is a trick of the muscles. He was for 
t#o years a nurse in the Massachuetts 
General Hospital at Bostcen, and it was 
there he hit upon the trick which the police 
of New York and Brooklyn say has netted 
him as much as $20 a week for the last 
eight years. He has worked in thé preten- 
tious residence districts. Since 1898 he has 
worn the uniform of a soldier. He needed 
the uniform in his busines. People will 
help a soldier just home from Cuba or the 
Philippines and anxious to get to his moth- 
er ere he perish with heart disease much 
quicker than they will assist a civilian 
in similar distress.

Gray's appearance Is meanwhile most 
deceptive. His face is distorted. Hie 
breathes hard. He is surely dying, and his 
last thought is o? his mother, who hap- 
pens to be a good woman over in Brook- 
lyn who has suftered a thousand shames 
for the waywardress of this recréant son. 

Gray accomplishes his deceiving simula- 
tion of dying with a trick which is proba- 
bly’ not practiced by another faker in all 
the world. He knows how to affect his 
pulse. What he does is to press his arms 
against his sides and rigidly contract their 
muscles, while his forearms, wrists and 
hands hang limp. The contraction of the 
musdles so constricts the brachiae and oth- 
er great blood vessels that supply them 
that the volume of the blood stream that 
flows through the vessels is greatly de- 
creased and the pulse at his wrist becomes 
very weak. By greater or less pressure of 
hie arms against his side, Gray can so dis- 
order his pulse that the physician wh» 
counts it is not only satisfied that it 
weak and irregular, but imagines that it ts 
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fords are hurriedly sought to save him. The 
family physician comes post haste. He 
feels the patient's pulse. Just at this mo- 
ment Gray, apparently dying, was never 
more alive in his life. He practices his 
cunning with every intelligence he can 
command. The physician says the man ia 
very near to death—they have been say- 
ing that for eigh. years. He gives a stim- 
ulant, and Gray gradually revives. Then 
he asks: “Doctor, will I die before 1 can 
reach my mother at Providence?” Tho 
doctor cannot say, but he advises him to 
get to Providence? as soon as he can. Then 
comes the crisis. Compared with the suc- 
cess of the next stroke the fall onthe 
lawn and the manipulation of the pulse 
at its various gaits are as trifies.

ROOK HOUSE, which Whitelaw Reid 
B has taken from Lord Tweedmouth 
from June 8 for six weeks, though 
not the most sumptuous, has long been 
known as one of the most beautiful houses 
in London. 

It was built by the first Baron Tweed- 
mouth about 32 years ago on the corner of 
Brook street and Park lane. The view from 
the windows facing Hyde Park makes the 
park seem almost as much a part of the 
house as the reception rooms themselves. 

By the courtesy of Lord and Lady Tweed- 
mouth the Sunday Post-Dispatch is now 
able to give the first series of photographs 
of the interior of their magnificent resi- 
dence ever published. 

The exterior of Brook House, like many 
another famous London residence, is plain 
red brick, all the lavishness being expend- 
ed on the interior. 

The house is peculiarly adapted for enter- 
taining on a large scale, having a magnifi- 
cent suite of reception rooms and a won- 
derfully handsome staircase. 

Both entrance and inner hall are marble, 
@ fine colored stone from Italy being used 
with .great effect. From either side the 
broad stairway rises, reaching the first 
floor in two short flights with a middle 
landing. In a recess on the back wall of 
this landing is a beautiful sculptured mar- 
ble figure of Pharaoh's daughter and the 
infant Moses, by Barzagzi. 

The deep red stair carpet tones well with 
the rich Spanish mahogany of the balus- 
trades and terminals. Fastened to the cen- 
ter balustrade of the landing is the most 
prominent feature of the hall] and one of the 
proudest possessions of the Tweedmouths— 
the first Boer flag brought to England. 

It was captured by the eldest son of the 
house, the Hon. Dudley Marjoribanks, from 
@-wagon near Kroonstad. Being the firg 
of the Johannesburg German commando, it 
bore the Prussian eagle on one side with 
“Dem Deutschen Daenen Jo- 
hannesburg dem Deutschen Corps,”’ and, on 
the other side, the Transvaal colors, with 
the words, ‘‘Een Dragt Makt Magt.’’ Le- 


dow hangs Commandant E. Brall’s carbine, 


with his name inscribed, another trophy 
taken at the same time. 

On the stairway are paintings of the “live 
Genses,"’ by Moucheron, with figures by 
Micholas Verkolee two Dutch painters of 
the eighteenth century. 

Whitelaw Reid will be able to entertain 
bis guests in a sumptuous suit of four 
Tooms, opening one into the other, a clear 
vista being obtained through three of them. 
The largest of these is the ballroom, a 
magnificent apartment, the walls and ceoil- 
ings of which, painted by Fragonard, were 
transferred from a French chateau. The 
parquet flooring is of no ordinary character, 
different colored woods being worked into a 
pattern of broad design. During the day a 
Jarge Persian rug lies in the center. 

At night the room is wonderfully illumia- 


ated by five crystal electric chandeliers, 
which, when lighted, cast a soft radiance 
on brilliant dresses and the rose brocade 
coverings of th2 chairs and settees. 

One of the distinctive features of the bal’- 
room ig a grand piano by Erard. The case 
of inlaid satinwcod is a piece of exquisite 
workmanship. This, with the musicians, is 
placed in an ante-room on ball nights, so 
that the adjoining drawing room may also 
be used for the dancers. 

The white ante-r00m, by the way, a lofty 
and well-proportioned room, is the old Bu- 
reau des Posts of Paris, formerly Riche- 
lieu’s palace, the decoration of which was 
transported bodily to London when the new 
Hotel des Posts vas built in the eighties. 

Almost priceless articles are used in the 
decoration of the drawing-room. The ceil- 
ing ahd large wall decorations are magnifi- 
cent examples of Boucher, and Lord Tweed- 
thouth is very proud of them. The wall 
paintings fill the whole of one side of the 
room from cornice to wainscoting. 

Marble groups, attributed to Michael An- 
gelo, are placed on ormolu cabinets. The 
chairs are covered with elaborately wrought 
tapestry of First Bmpire date. Each chair, 
table and cabinet in the room is unique 
and the envy of collectors 6f rare furniture, 

In so large an apartment each piece 
shows to the best advantage. 

Notwithstanding the rare worth of its 
appointments the drawing-room of Brook 
House is essentially comfortable and a 
room to be lived in. 

Out of the drawing-room opens Lady 
Tweedmouth’s boudoir, the walls of which 
aré hung with crimson satin, a sumptuous 
background for pictures by Sir Joshua Rey- 
nolds. The two examples of the great Eng- 
lish painter which hang here are “Sim- 
plicity’"’ and ‘“‘Mrs. Dutton.”’ Here are also 
pictures by Angelica Kaufmann, Raeburn, 
Allan Ramsay, Hoppner and Hogarth. On 
one wall is a low relief in marble by Waldo 
Story of Lady Tweedmouth, while a deep 
cupboard contains a grand collection of 
Dresden china. Two easels carry frames of 
miniatures and drawings by Conway. 

Throughout the reception rooms the furni- 
ture is of the Renaissance period, a style 
which conveys an appearance of elegance 
and luxury without the over-elaboration of 
later periods. 


Many beautiful pictures hang on the 
walls of the bedrooms, including Gainsbor- 
ough’s “Harvest Wagon,’ which was ex- 
hibited last at the Paris Exposition, and a 
companion picture, “Oxen Drinking; Rey- 
nolds’ “Countess Belper’ and other paint- 
ings by Purtridge and Pickersgill. 

Lady Tweedmouth’s own bedroom is hung 
with proof prints of modern pictures. The 
walls of the upper gallery on the bedroom 
floors are entirely covered with large cases 
containing the late Lord Tweedmouth’s re- 
markable collection of birds and a case of 
butterfiles collected by the present lord’s 
sisters. 

In the evening, when the hall, stairway 
and galleries are lighted, the iridescent 
colors of the birds and butterflies produce 
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a gorgeous decorative effect. 

Fifty persons can with ease be seated in 
the noble dining room. When Lady Tweed- 
mouth entertains she seats half her guests 
at one large table and the remainder at two 
round tables on either side. 

Walls and ceilings are of carved oak, old 
and dark. The gilded ceiling and two large 
mirrors, let into the oak walls, reflect the 
light of the handsome candelabra and add 
to the beauty of the scene at a great dinner 
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party. Several pictures by modern painters 
are set in the paneling of the walls. 

The library is perhaps the most comforta- 
ble room from an English point of view in 
the whole house. It is entirely paneled in 
cherry wood grown on the Guisachan estate 
in Inverness. Lord Tweedmouth, who has 
at his country house the finest collection of 
Wedgewood in the world, has decorated 
this room in a unique fashion, with bead- 
ings and wreaths of black Wedgewood en-

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circling the doors of the bookcases. 

Small medullions of Wedgewood are set in 
the ‘wood and busts stand on the top of the 
bookcases which line the walls of the room. 
The fireplace is a rare example of Wedge- 
wood in green and white. 

Lord Tweedmovth’s writing table is also 
made of cherry wood, with Wedgewood 
medallions. Over the fireplace hangs a fine 
oil painting, by Swinton, of the Dowager 
Lady Tweedmouth. 
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Other portraits are of Lord Tweedmouth 
and his two sisters, the Countess of Aber- 
deen and Lady Matthew White Ridley, az 
children. 

Lord Tweedmouth receives business visit- 
ors in the morning room, a comfortable 
room with a large window, overlooking the

Ping-pong makes you work hard and work 
fast. Ping-pong will quickly cause rills and 
rivulets to flow down your cheeks and tem- 
ples and make you feel from head to feet’ 
that moist glow which only hard exercise 
can produce. There is no doubt that it is 
one of the best flesh reducers known to too 
heavy men—or women. In a smaller space 
than the tennis court it contains nearly all 
the strokes of lawn tennis, which every 
one knows to be one of the hardest games 
in which athletes tndulge.

A prominent New York doctor has said 
that proud men end beautiful women spend 
at least $1,000,000 every year in that city, 
and no one knows how many millions of 
foot-pounds of energy, in their frantic ef- 
forts to get rid of superfluous tissue.

HD leisure at a mother’s disposal 

by and, most of all, the means which she 

has to expend, must partly answer 

the question as to just how she shall fur- 
nish the nucsery. 

Every mother can have a room which will 
aid in the healthful development of hér 
child i¢ she really desires one. For those 
who cannot spare the room I say, above all 
things, have an apartment all for the little 
ones, and, ff you cannot do this, make all 
other things subservient to the comfort and 
pleasure of the children. There are few 
who cannot afford wall paper. 

Choose pretty, bright colors for te room, 
and have a clean, bare floor, which is often 
scrubbed. If a covering must be used, 
have a drugget or rugs, which can often 
be lifted, shaken and aired. To all moth- 
ers, I say, have pretty pictures around, and 
plenty of them. 

In the model nursery baby’s table is of 
the utmost importance, second only to 
baby’s basket. ‘This can be as costly or 
inexpensive as inclination or purse may per- 
mit. The poorest can have a plain pine 
table with drawers and other arrangements 
necessary. 


1S CHAMPION BABY ATHLETE 


I recommend that this table be covered 
with glass—not necessary, heavy, expensive 
glass. This material is more easily cleaned 
and it does not spot like the plain board or 
oilcloth, which was popular for many years. 

In the drawers of the table keep the 
baby’s underwear, but do not lay it away 
until it is thoroughly dried and aired. It 
is a wise thing to keep everything belonging 
to the baby in a place entirely its own. This 
is why I recommend the nursery table so 
strongly. 

The soav which is used in bathing should 
be kept in a dish of its own, and never used 
fay any other purpose. ‘The same can be 
sald of the little comb and brush. Pins and 
tapos—everything indispensable for the ba- 
by’s wardrobe—ghould be near this table. 

In the baby’s basket I should put the lay- 
ette for the first month of the child's lie, 
and then I should transer the necessaries 
to the table. The model wardrobe may be 
just as ons pleases or can afford. But, 
however fine or coarse the material which 
makes up the raiment, there should be no 
bands or bandages. Infant clothes nowa- 
days ar made to hang from the shoulders 
witiuout those dreadful tnstruments of tor- 
ture known as “belly bands” by our dear 
grandmothers and those before them, and 
which must have caused the poor infants 
as much discomfcrt as corsets give in 
later life. The correct and healthful baby 
dress nowadays comes just to the feet. 

In the model nursery there are no rocking 
chairs, no rocking cribs, no soft mattresses 
and lace-frilled. pillows. Personally I pre- 
fer a basket bed, which may be placed on 
table or chair, at will.

LONDON writer disputes the com- 
A monly-received opinion that new

bread is hurtful. 
says stale bread, when broken be- 
tween the teeth, resolves itself into gritty 
particles, which, if they were not softened 
with saliva, would be next to impossible 
to swallow, consequently man thoroughly 
masticates stale bread and in doing so im- 
pregnates it with saliva,-which partially 
digests and adapts it to the asborptive ac- 
tion further on in the alimentary tract. 
But new bread, being soft and plastic, is 
more apt to be swallowed without mastica- 
tion, or, in other words, bolted. It is in this 
act, he thinks, that the injury exists and 
not in the character of the bread. Hot 
rolis would be just as digestible as stale 
ones if they were properly masticated. He 
refers in this connection to the dog as a 
teacher of an important physiological les- 
son. This animal bolts meat, but eats 
bread, because the mouth parts are able 
to do little toward the digestion of meat 
beyond reducing it to a convenient form fer 


chewing, and that this is 
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ting stale bread for a short time to a high 
temperature. Under such conditions it be- 
comes soft and plastic, regaining its new- 
ness, and this despite the fact that some 
moisture must be driven off in the opera- 
tion. He thinks this is explainable on the 
supposition that in new bread there is free 
water present, but that in stale bread, 
while it 1s still there, it is in a state of 
true chemical combination. In general, he 
concludes, it is a sound physiological plan 
te thoroughly masticate every morsel of 
food before swallowing it.

NOVEL RICE RECIPES 


AMBALAYA—there is scarcely a Creole 
J family which does not have, at least 

once a week, this characteristic dish 
in some of !ts forms. It is made of various 
meats, fishes, etc. The thgredients change 
with the things at hand, but rice is always 
used. Cut a piece of fresh pork (a pound) 
into pieces an inch square and chop two or 
three onions fine. Put a large tablespoon- 
ful of sweet iard into a deep saucepan. 
When hot add the chopped pork with the 
onions and let them brown, stirring for 
five minutes, then add about the same 
amount of chopped ham as you have of 
pork, and a quarter pound of chopped Vien- 
na sausage. Next add the herbs, a bay leaf, 
a little parsley, two cloves with a saltspoon 
of salt and brown a few minutes longer. 
When all are nicely browned add two 
quarts of hot soup-stock or hot water. Let 
it cook about 10 minutes; while boiling add 
a cup of rice washed and dried. Let boil 
until the rice is tender, stirring frequently 
to keep from burning. Season with salt, 
cayenne and tabasco or chili sauce. Serve 
very hot on bowls or on plates. 

CRAB JAMBALAYA.—Have ready a pct 
well salted boiling water into which throw 
the live crabs and let boil until the shells 
turn red. Remove from the fire and let cool. 
Pick the meat from the shell, mince it 
fine and it is ready for use. Into a pot 
put a tablespoonful of sweet lard or pork 
drippings; let heat and add a large onion 
chopped fine, brown, add a teaspoonful of 
flour, brown, then add two or three toma- 
toes or their equivalent in canned tomatoes, 
brown. stirring carefully to keep the flour 
from thickening in lumps. Put in one and 
one-hatf quarts of hot soup-stock or boil- 


' ing water.

The rare dishes he 
might have had, the tidbits of price and 
relishes of rare richness—all these nave 
been denied him because he had no stomach 
to assimilate his food and must needs live, 
like the poet’s barefoot boy, upon his bow! 
of bread and milk. 

That Mr. Rockefeller has lost his hair 
does not imply that he is sick. He is quite 
gobust. He plays a good game of golf. He 
gives his busines2 several hours of vigor- 
ous management every day. He walks a 
good deal from his home down to his office, 
He is better, in fact, than he has been tn a 
long time. 

Alopecia is a disease much like the mange 
of foxes. Scientists have not fully agreed 
as to its origin, some attributing it to a 
vegetable parasite and others to a nervous 
disturbance. Physicians say it is quite 
uncommon, though not sufficiently so to be 
called rare. 
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Boil urtil the ingredients are 
well combined and add cne cup of washed 
rice. Boil until the rice is tender, stirring 
often. Season as desired with cleves, pars- 
ley, bay leaf and celery chopped fine and 
pepper. salt and a pinch of cayenne. Add 
the crabs, let boil 15 minutes and it is 
ready to serve. 


SHRIMP JAMBALAYA.—Boll the shrimps 
in very salty water for 10 minutes, remove 
from the fire and let cool. Remove the 
shell, mince and follow the receipt for crab 
jJambalaya in seasoning, time, etc., sub- 
stituting the shrimps for the crabs. 


OYSTER JAMBALAYA.—Follow nearly 
the same recipe as for crab jambalaya, 
commencing with the browned onion in the 
pot. Use the oyster juice instead of the 
soup-stock, filling out the amount with hot 
water. Add the cup of rice, herbs and sea- 
soning and let boil until the rice is tender. 
Add last of all 50 oysters and let them cook- 
until the edges begin to curl, when it is 
ready to serve. 


CRAWFISH JAMBALAYA.—Put in the 
kettle a handful of salt with two quarts 
of water. All a soup-bunch, some whole 
spices, some whole black and two tabasco 
peppers. When the water boils well, add 
the crawfisn and boil 10 minutes. Remove 
from the fire and cool. Separate the meat 
from the shells. Brown an onion in lard or 
pork drippings, add a teaspoonful of flour, 
stir and let brown, add any sweet herbs 
desired and chop fine. Let cook gently, 
stirring, then add one and one-half quarts 
of boiling water. Then add a cup of rice 
and boil until the rice is tender. Stir in 
the crawfish, add a Httle cayenne and other 
seasoning if necessary and cook for 10 min- 
utes and serve. 

The secret of success in all pambalayas is 
the constant attention given to keep them 
from burning. 

RICKD OYSTER SOUP, WITHOUT 
MILK.--Put a tablespoonful of lard into a 
deep kettle; wher the lard is hot, stir into 
it two tablespoonfuls of rice flour, stirring 
constantly to prevent burning. When light 


brown add cBhppped onions, continuing to 
stir until these are brown, being careful 
to avold burning. Take the liquid from 
three dozen oysters, mix with nint of boilé 
ing water and pour Into the kettle, mixing 
thoroughly. When it shows signs of com- 
ing to a boil add the oysters, an ounce of 
putter and seasoning to taste. When the 
th:n edges of the cysters wrinkle and begin 
to separate remove from the stove and 
serve at once. 

RICED OYSTER SOUF (WITH MILK.) 
--Drain four dozen oysters in a colander, 
pour the juice tr a soup kettle, add one- 
foucth teaspoonful of black pepper and let 
it come to a boll. When near boiling, skim 
any sediment that rises. In a separate 
saucepan boil one quart of milk; when the 
milx comes to a boil add it to the oyster 
juice and put into it a tablespoonful of 
butter, into which has been rubbed two 
teaspoonfuls of rice flour. Stir the soup 
corstantly that it may not burn, as soon 
as it comes to a boil the sccond time throw 
in the oysters and let them scald until the 
edges curl and separate. Put into the tu- 
reen salt, pepper, a tablespoonfui of butter 
and a sprig of parsley apd pour the oysters 
over this and serve immediately. 


PUREE OF RICE.—Simmer for three 
hours one pound of lean beef and a half 
pound soup bone in salt water. Strain 
through a colande: and return the juice to 
the pot with the good meat, leaving out the 
bones, etc. Add one cup of boiled rice and 
two cups of vegetables, chopped fine, stir- 
ring occasionally to prevent scorching. 
When cooked take out, the vegetables, mash 
and return them to thé soup. Boil one 
minute, season and serve. Any vegetable, 
in season, can be used. 


QUEEN OF SOUPS WITH RICE.—One 
fowl, weighing five pounds, three quarts 92f 
cold water, half cup of rice, half pint of 
sweet cream, ont of carrot, one onion, one 
bay leaf, four cloves, three tablespoonfuls 
of butter, two tablespoonfuls of flour, one 
blade of mace, one piece of cinnamon, salt 
and pepper to taste: clean the fowl, put !t 
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in the soup-ketile with water, rice, mace, 
cinnamon, bay leaf and cloves. Cover the 
kettle and simmér gently for two hours. 
Clean the vegetables and cut them into 
squares. Put the butter into a frying paa 
and, when hot, put in the vegetables, stir 
until brown, .hen add them to the soup, 
cover the kettle and simmer one hour 
longer. Next ‘ake out the chicken, take off 
the white meat, chop it fine. Remove tne 
carrot and spices from the soup and press 
the remainder through a coarse sieve. 
Wash the kettle, return the soup and 
chicken. Add the flour to the butter itn 
the frying pan, mix and add to the soup. 
Add cream, salt and pepper, boil a minute 
and serve. A spoonful of boiled rice may 
be put in each dish wheh served. 


MELANGE OF RICE.—Prepare by chop- 
ping fine, measuring after chopping, one 
cup of cabbage, one-half cup of carrot, one 
cup of potatoes, one-half cup turnip, one- 
half cup onion and a little celery.

VERY ‘household has in it one of the 
F institutions of that greatest of an- 
 clent empires—Babylonia. For every 
hougehold has a clock, a system of dividing 
time into such small parts as shall serve 
the daily use of man. 

The assyriologist has discovered now that 
this shaping of time to the daily need was 
the work of none other than the Babylo- 
nian, and that he devised the system many 
centuries before the Christian era began. 

This Babylonian relic gives us the key 
to a right understanding of not only the 
oldest calendar, but even of that of olf 
own time. The division of the day into 12 
- double hours, each being again subdivided 
into 80 minutes and each minute into 60 
seconds, bears striking testimony to the 
fact that ‘even up to our present time we 
did not adyance much beyond the Babylo- 
nian of old, Among the Babylonians, who 
now again a@re able to talk to us, the num- 
ber @ was the great number. It was called 
KU, the prince of figures. 

The Babylonian had a so-called sexages!- 
mal system. So it happened that not only 
the weights of these Babylontans were sub- 
divided into smaller ones—one smalier one 
being the sixtieth part of a larger one; thus 
a talent had.60 minas, a mina had 60 shck- 
els, and a shekel 60 pennies; that the Baby- 
lonian ali had 60 figures or in®hRes; but also 
that the periphery of a circle was divided 
into 6x#0—330 degrees. And, what is most 
important, the year itself was made to 
have 6x60—3600 days. This last statement 
is expressly made im one of the Assyman 
inecriptions recently published by Sir Hen- 
ry Rawlinson, where we read: 

"Twelve Months or six times 60 days con- 
stituted one year.”’ 

This passage proves, also, that our 12 
months are of Babylonian origin, and not 
even the months alone. The names of the 
day of our week still betray the Babylo- 
nian origin. Hach day is dedicated to a god, 

' which day (moon day) and a Satur (Saturn) 
again was identified with one of the planets. 
Thus the Babylonian religion came to be 
simply and purely an astral religion. 

The Babylonians, as we learn from the 
répresentations upon. the so-called boundary | 
stones, thaé but five planets, the sun and 
moon giving them seven. These: planets, 
in another tablet published by Sir Henry 
Rawiinson, are enumerated in the following 
succession: Sin (moon), Shamash (sun), 
Nabi (Mepcurius), Ishtar (Venus), Ninile 
(Saturn), .Nergal (Mars), and Bel-Merodar 
(Jupfter). 

From the Babylonians this week of seven 
days went to the Greeks and Latins. Dio 
Cassius, ag well as Isidorus of Sevilla, 
about 660 B, C., mention this fact and enu- 
merate the different gods to whom the 
difterent days of the week were dedicated, 
thus. Dies Boles, ‘dies Lunae, etc. ‘Chat 
the séquence of the gods or planetary aivin- 
ities should have been changed will not be 
surptising if we bear in mind that in our 
day the Sabbath ‘is not observed on the sev- 
enth, but on the first day.

that is at 248 B. C. Abraham was born 
390 years after the flood, or in 1958 B. C., 
and lived 175 years. His age, then, was 
from 1958 B. C, to 178 B. C. But, accord- 
ing to Genesis 13, Abraham was a contem- 
porary both of Amraphel, King of Shinar, 
and Arioch, King of Ellasar. Fortunately, 
we can, with the ald of the so-called list 
of Kings found upon Babylonian tablets, 
fix accurately the date of this Amraphel, 
the Babylonian Hammurabi. He must 
have reigned from 2288 to 2233 B. C. The date 
of Abraham, according to this, would be 
2250 B. C. Thousands of tablets from the 
time of Hammurabi and his predecessors 
have come down to us. It happens that of 
just this period we are better informed 
than we are of any other in the history of 
the Babylonian empire. All these contract 
tablets are dated according to the event 
that took place either in the same or in 
one of the preceding years. Not only the 
year is given, but also the month and the 
day on which the tablet was written. In the 
following I shall give all the months 
which I found on these contract 
tablets. The names of the months are 
written in Sumerian, but because these 
Sumerian names were used also in the 
later Assyrian times, we can, of course, 
identify them. The numbers’ indicate the 
month ,of the year. Here they are:

A different nomenclature is preserved in 
the following names, which are also to be 
found upon tablets from the time of Am- 
raphel:

In. that case this would 
be the first trace and a striking parallel to 
the biblical mo@e’of reckoning: “Jn the 
first, second, etc., month.” 

One namé of a third and older nomencla- 
ture I have found, namely, the month Itu 
(dingir) DUMU-ZI.. This was the seventh 
month, as we shall sée instantly. One of 
the most ‘interesting tablets, however, has 
just been published by King of the British 
Museum. In that, tablet King Amraphel 
gives special] directions with regard to the 
insettion of the month: Itu KIN dinger In- 
nanna Z Ham, that is, the We-Elul or sec- 


From the above given list we see that the 
Rabylonian year consisted of 12, sometimes 
of 18 months. The thirteenth month was 
the so-called intercalary month, which 
month might be either a ‘‘second Adar’ or 
a “second Elul.” 

While in New York tabulating the tablets 
in the E. A. Hoffman collection I was fortu- 
nate enough to discover a small tablet from 
the time of the fourth dynasty of Ur, about 
2700-2550 B. C. From this tablet we learn 
that not only the names of the months, 
with one exception, but also their sequence 
was quite different. The names are, also 
written in Sumerian, and read:
